The  exports  of  cotton  for  1Q21  were  90,U30  bales  compared 
with  2U,893  bales  for  the  five-year  average"  1915-1919.

COTTON  IN  PARAGUAY 

The  Trade  Commissioner  at  Buenos  Aires  reports  that  the  area  devoted 
to  cotton  cultivation  in  Paraguay  has  doubled  within  the  last  three  years. 
Official  estimates  place  this  year's  crop  at  1,500  bales  (478  pounds  net)  of 
lint.    It  is  claimed  that  a  75%  greater  yield  is  obtained  from  the  imported 
United  Stated  seed  than  from  native  seed.

COTTON  PROSPECTS  IN  MEXICO. 

Under  date  of  May  10  Mr.  Walter  Ohiendorf  of  the  Federal  Horticultural 
Board  reports  that,  "Cold  weather  checked  the  growth  of  the  early  planted 
cotton  in  the  Laguna  District  considerably  and  destroyed  much  volunteer  cotton 
that  had  sprouted  early.    This  will  make  the  crop  somewhat  later  than  it  would 
have  been  otherwise,  and  will  subject  it  to  greater  injury  by  the  pink  boll 
worm . " 
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COTTON  INDUSTRY  IN  FINLAND. 

All  of  the  six  cotton  mills  in  Finland  were  very  "busy  during  1Q21 
as  in  I92O  and  only  a  small  quantity  of  the  manufactured  goods  were  ex- 
ported, the  whole  production  being  needed  in  Finland.    On  the  contrary, 
cotton  goods  have  continued  to  be  imported  in  quite  large  quantities  al- 
though less,  than  formerly.    The  imports  of  cotton  cloth  in  1921  amounted 
to  976,000  pounds  compared  with  2,254,000  pounds  in  1920;  2,741,000  pounds 
in  1919  and  2,3^3,000  pounds  in  1913. 

Most  of  the  imported  cotton  cloth  and  other  textile  goods  came  from 
Germany  and  Czechoslovakia. 

Owing  to  the  uncertain  state  of  the  market,  the  mills  have  not  found 
it  to  their  advantage  to  keep  large  stocks  of  raw  material  on  hand.  They 
have,  as  a  rule,  kept  stock  for  only  two  or  three  months  in  advance.

The  beginning  of  1922  showed  a  brisk  sale  of  cotton  goods  and 
bright  prospects  for  the  future.     All  mills  are  running  full  time  and  some 
of  them  overtime.     However,  the  situation  depends  very  much  upon  the  rates 
of  exchange  especially  for  dollars  and  pounds  sterling.    Manufacturers  say 
that  in  case  the  value  of  the  Finnish  Mark  suddenly  improves  and  foreign 
rates  decline  it  will  bring  about  a  degression  in  the  cotton  industry,  as 
buyers  will  expect  prices  to  fall  still  lower  and  will  not  purchase  goods, 
while,  on  the  contrary,  sales  will  be  good  if  the  foreign  rates  rise  or 
remain  firm.
